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More Credit For Farmers... 


sé 


The Alberta government may 
make available more credit to farm- 
ers and introduce a completely new 
credit act soon in an endeavor to 
keep more farmers on the land and 
promote agriculture, largest indus- 
try in the province. 

This prediction was made by 
J. H. McKibbo:, manager of Na- 
tional Trust Co, Ltd. at the agricul- 
tural short course and feed fair 
held in Calgary last week. 

Mr. McKibbon said, in many 
cases jt is not the lack of credit 
that is depriving farmers of oppor- 
tunities but a lack of knowledge of 
the credit that is now available. 

Under the Alberta Farm Purchase 
Act, loans up to $7,600 at a rate 
of interest of five per cent repay- 
able over 20 years are available. 

The government's aim is to assist 
the purchaser in establishing an 
economic farm unit and at the same 
time to provide a substantial down 
payment to the vendor, amounting 
to about 60 per cent in cash. The 
balance js in the form of a second

“There is no doubt that it is im- 
perative to our economy that per- 
sons interested in farming be en- 
couraged to purchase land and not 
forced into the decision to leave 
farming for lack of  finanving.” 
he said,

Notes From DA, «| UOHT Your way...

District Agriculturist 


Which fertilizer should be used 
and what amount is a question 
often asked. Commercial fertil- 
igers are manufactured products 
containing various amounts of dif- 
ferent plant nutrients. All fertil- 
izers have three numbers on bags 
such as 16-20-0, the first number 
gives the percentage of nitrogen,, 
the second figure gives percentage 
of phosphate while the last figure 
gives the potash percentage. Some 
fertilizers contain sulpher, this is 
ho'vever not shown on the number 
on the bag. 

When selecting the fertilizer for 
your needs remember the nitrogen 
promotes growth and the phos- 
phate promotes root development 
and aids in seed formation and 
maturity. Potash gives health to 
the plant, potash is not required in 
most of our soils perhaps only in 
the peat soils. Sulphur is required 
in the grey wooded sulphur defic- 
jent areas, it is present in 16-20-0 
and 21-0-0 as well as in the sul- 
phate fertilizers. 

In addition the commercial fertil- 
izers, green manure crops and barn- 
are important, these 
add fibre as well as fertility. 
Sweet clover is perhaps the com- 
monest used green manure crop, it 
is seeded with the grain crop prior

Does it pay to use fertilizers on 
cereal crops? Yes, ‘he results of 
extensive field tests made by soil 
scientists at our western Universities 
and Experimental Stations, and of 
hundreds of tests carried out on 
individual farms in Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta have proven 
conclusively that « return of three 
dollars can be expected from every 
dollar spent on phosphatic ferti- 
lisers. 

Why Use Fertilizer? Every bushel 
of grain delivered to the elevator 
contains part of the original fertility 
of the soil. Where fertilizers are not 
used a gradual depletion of soil fer- 
tility occurs, owing to the removal 
of plant food elements by successive 
crops. Eventually the point is reach- 
ed where the growth of the crop is 
limited because of a deficiency in 
one or more plant food elements. 
Application of the right commercial 
fertilizer replaces these elemente and 
&gain permits maximum crop 
returns. 

What Fertilizers Do. Fertilizers 
offer these specific benefits: (1) 
They increase yields by providing 
the necessary plant foods. (2) They 
improve grades. A well-nourished 
crop produces plumper kernels. (3) 
They help to bring about greater 
uniformity in the crop. (4) Fertili- 
zers assure earlier maturity of grain 
crops, reducing the hazards of frost. 
Five to ten days earlier ripening is 
common experience, (5) ey re- 
duce disease and insect damage, and 
help to control weed growth. (6) 
Fertilisers improve the nutritional 
value of the crops produced, 

Official Recommendations Avail- 
able, Western farmers should re- 
member that the kind and amount 
of fertilizer required varies with 
different soil zones and crop rota- 
tions, Consequently, it is essential 
that the official fertilizer recommen- 
dations of Provincial Advisory 
Fertilizer Committees, which are 
published annually, be followed 
closely. Copies of these recommen- 
dations, and further information on 
the use of fertilizers can, and should 
be obtained from your Agricultural 
Representative, Experimental Farm 
or University Department of Soi 
Science. .

MAGPIE CONTROL:— _ Several 
weeks ago I spoke about controlling 
magpies with poison or traps. Since 
that time I have had numerous 
enquiries from people who are anx- 
jous to kill some of the pesky 
birds. Following are some pertin- 
ent facts and regulations as set 
forth by the Provincial Department 
of Agriculture: 

1. A person may set out strych- 
nine baits for the control of mag- 
pies as provided under Section (5) 
of the Setting of Poison Act pro- 
viding that such person shall:— 

(a) Mix strychnine bait with fat 
material or ground meat and place 
it in a hole or hollow, in a piece 
of timber or other material, or on 
a piece of pork hide, securely fas- 
tened and placed not less than five 
feet above ground level, 

‘b) Place the strychnine bait not 
closer than 200 yards to any dwel- 
ling or travelled road, 

(c) Set the bait at a reasonable 
distance from the habitat of bene- 
ficia] birds, 

(d) Set the strychnine baits only 
during the months of November to 
March inclusive, and 

(e) Remove and destroy the 
strychnine bait and the remains 
thereof not later than April 15th, 
immediately following the season in 
which the baits were set, by com- 
pletely burning or burying them. 

2, Any person setting strychnine 
baits for the control of magpies 
Shall post and maintain in con- 
spicuous position in any area where 
| baits are set, warning notices to 
{the affect that the baits are set 
in the area. 

T now have a supply of bulletin 
No. 120 which will tell you exactly 
how to prepare and set the poison 
baits. It also gives a diagram on 
the construction of a magpie trap 
which anyone can build at very 
small cost,
